FORMULA FOR MAGGOTS ON CABBAGE PLANTS. 


Mr, Jacob Sneller, of Cicero, N. Y., has given us the following formula for Maggots on Cabbage 
plants. ; 

Shake the plants out thoroughly to free from dirt and dip the roots in a weak solution of salt 

and water. It is important that the roots should be free from the dirt. Sowing the salt on the 
hed is also very banefical. If slug-shot is sown on the bed just before the plants come through - 
the ground it will prevent their being destroyed by bugs.

NEW ZEALAND OATS. 


This is another fine variety recently introduced in Central New York. Mr. William Ever- 
ingham, of East Onondaga, N. Y., sowed one acre and nine rods with two and one-half bushels of 
New Zealand Oats, and produced 94 12-34 bushels. This on a basis of 32 pounds to the bushel would 
make nearly 100 bushels. This bears out somewhat what has been said about them regarding the 
yield.

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ALFALFA 


This valuable forage plant should have a place 
on every farm where the soil conditions do not 
prohibit its growth. It can be grown on any fairly 
well-drained ground, a limestone soil being most 
desirable, and will send its tap root down through 
permeable soil until it strikes water, depths of 60 
feet having been reached. It fiourishes on strong 
lime soils even when the rotton limestone rock 
comes within a few inches of the surface. 

In New York State it is grown largely in Onon- 
daga County. It is counted the most valuable for- 
age crop at the State Experiment Station at Geneva, 
where the soil is a heavy clay loam, and through- 
out the western part of the State there are many 
well established fields in situations varying from 
river bottom lands to hill tops. 

The FIRST essential in growing Alfalfa is clean 
soil; the seedling is slender and easily smothered 
by the weeds. 

SECOND, sow fresh grown seed 30 Ibs. to the 
acre. The seed may be sown broadeast. Three 
cuttings may be made during the season in this 
latitude after the plant becomes established. Cut 
whenever bloom appears, no matter how small the 
growth. 

Experiment Stations place the feeding value of 
Alfalfa hay at $20 per ton, as against Timothy at 
Alfalfa or Lucerne Clover, $12. 

ALSIKE 


This hybrid clover does well on strong clay soil, and thrives especially well on moist or low land. 
It is the proper companion for timothy, the stout stems of the latter sustaining the slender Alsike and 
the mixture making the best of hay, ranking as No.1 timothy in market. Alsike has high value, 
also, as a renovator of marshy land, as it drives out the sedges and other wild growths. It has no 
tap root but a mass of fine laterals, hence it does not winter kill by heaving. As both hay and pas- 
ture, it is greatly relished by all stock. The seed is a profitable crop, and the hay left after thresh- 
ing has considerable feeding value. 

FALL SEEDING 


At this season the ground is warmer than the atmosphere; the gradual reduction of temnera- 
ture checks leaf growth, while the warmer soil invites a vigorous root formation which continues 
until the ground is frozen, and is resumed at every thaw. 

Grass revels in cool moist soil, and its roots make ready through winter for the summer growth 
above ground. In spring the soil, especially if it has been long under tillage, dries all too quickly, 
being poor in humus, and the air being warmer than the ground stimulates top growth of new seed- 
ing before the root formation is able to sustain it, the young grass, therefore, has a struggle for life. 

If grain has been sown with grass its more vigorous seeding robs the gra->s plant of moisture 
to such an extent that it is often killed outright. and the farmer bewails the “uncertain season” 
that caused him to lose his seeding. This failure to s-cure a stand is the most persistent and cost- 
ly feature in grass culture of late years in the middle and eastern States.

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MUSHROOMW SPAWN. 


Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches of green houses or in sheds, wherever the 
temperature of 50 degrees can be kept up through ut the winter. The beds should be made from 
November to February, according to the time the Musbro>ms are wanted, and it requires about two 
months for them to bazin baaring. Socure fresh horse duug,free from straw and litter, and mix 
with it an equal bulk of loam from an old pas- 
ture. Keep this under cover, taking care to 
{urn it every day to prevent heating, until the 
pile is large enough to make a bed of the re- 
quired size. Three or four feet wide, eight in- 
ehes deep, and any length desired are the 
proper proportions fora bed; but these may 
be varied. Prepare the mixture of loam and 
manure making the bed in layers and pound- 
ing down each with the back of a spade. Leave 
this to heat through for a few days andas soon 
as the heat subsides to 90 degrees, make h»les 
in the bed about a foot apart each way, into == 
which put pieces of the spawn two or three MUSHROOM BED 
inches in diameter; fill up the holes with the compost, and at the expiration of a week or ten days 
the spawn will have thoroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spread alayer of fresh soil over 
the heap to the depth of two inches, and cover with three or four inches of hay, straw or litter, 
Examine the bed often to see that it does not get dry.
